in ction. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Young reports, January 14, as follows: 

Week ended January 12, 1907. Inspected 18 passenger trains, 
carrying about 970 passengers; vaccinated 6S passengers: accepted 
official certificates of vaccination and nonexposure to infection in the 
case of 30 more, from the infected portions of New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, and Cape Breton Island. 

Smallpox has developed at Sydney, Cape Breton. The extent of 
prevalence is not reported. 


Report from New York Quarantine— Arrival of steamhips 
Massilia and Indus. 


The following is received from Quarantine Officer Doty: 

January 1%. The steamship Wess///a@ arrived on January 16 with 
45 steerage passengers on board. The captain was removed at Madeira, 
ill with smallpox. Satisfactory report of consul as to disinfection at 
that place. All well on arrival after a period of sixteen days from 
removal of captain. Steamship /ad/vs arrived on January 15. No steer- 
age. Crew all well with the exception of one native. Vessel held 
twenty-four hours until it was determined that said case was not a 
menace to public health. Satisfactory evidence of disinfection at 
Cuban port. These vessels were referred to in communications from 
your oftice. 


The /ndus had a history of suspect plague en route from Calcutta to 
Trinidad, 23 deaths having occurred among passengers. (See Public 
Health Reports, January 4, 1906, pp. 10, 12.)

Current quarantine measures.

PLAGUE, 


British Easr INpirs.—November 24, 1906. Quarantine measures 
at the port of Orissa against arrivals from Verawal suspended. 


CHOLERA. 


GermMany— Bremen. November 15, 1406. Sanitary control of Rus- 
sian emigrants passing through Bremen, instituted in September, 105, 
suspended till further notice. Measures with regard to steerage pas- 
sengers who have evaded the control and registration stations remain 
in force. 

AUSTRALIA. 


Recurrence of plague at Brishane— Cairns declared tree of plaque— 
Kramination of rodents. 


The following information is taken from plague bulletins issued by 
the department of health and forwarded by Consul-General Bray. at 
Melbourne : 

QUEENSLAND — Brishane.— Week ended November 24, 1006. After 
an interval of 151 days bubonie plague made its appearance at Bris- 
bane. ‘Two fatal cases occurred during the week. ‘The first case was 
in the person of a woodcutter whose house adjoined the wood yard. 
The house was found to be free from rats. The second case occurred 
in the vicinity of a house in which an infected rat was found on Octo- 
ber 27. Bacteriological examination demonstrated plague in both cases. 

Week ended December 1, 1406. No further cases reported. Rodents 
destroved, 476; examined, 352: found infected, none. 

Cairns. Week ended November 17, 1906. Declared free from 
plague. 

New South Wales Sydney. —~Week ended November 17, 
Rodents destroyed, 1,710; examined, 421; found infected, 0, 

Week ended November 24, 1906: Rodents destroyed, 1,852: exam- 
ined, 501: found infected, 1. 

Week ended December 1, 1906: Rodents destroyed, 1.14; examined, 
524; found infected, 0.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Marsillan reports, January 14, as follows: 

Week ended January 12, 1907. Bills of health issued to 2 vessels 
bound for ports in the United States: 9S members of crews inspected; 
no passengers; no immune certificate issued. 

The British steamship /vdus, for New York, was fumigated by the 
Cuban quarantine officers prior to taking cargo as already stated. 1 
inspected the crew of SO men before sailing, finding 3 of them with 
temperature higher than normal; so stated on the bill of health. 

No quarantinable disease has been reported during the week. The 
sanitary condition of the city has not improved. 

The port and the surrounding country are reported infected on bills 
of health in consequence of the occurrence of a new case of yellow 
fever at Santa Clara, the capital of the province. The history of the 
case is as follows: R. V.. 1S vears old, a native of Asturias, Spain, 
resident fourteen months in Cubaand in Santa Clara; had been employed 
continuously in the same locality since his arrival in this country. 

The locality is a block next to that previously infeeted and in which 
3 cases have originated. The case occurred on the evening of the 2d 
instant, was seen by special commissioner on the 6th instant for the 
first time, and was then diagnosed as vellow fewer of moderate inten- 
sity. A telegram from Santa Clara to the local board of health at 
Cienfuegos, dated January LO, states that the patient died that day. 

The vellow fewer situation at Cruces continues to improve. No 
new case has occurred there since November 30.

The crew and passengers of the Spanish steamship Pverto Pico, 
from which a case of smallpox was landed January 6, have been 
vaccinated, and the vessel has been disinfected by the Cuban quarantine 
service. The vessel returned to Habana to discharge the cargo, which 
is being done in open bay and in quarantine. The Puerto Rico will 

roceed to Guantanamo, Santiago, and Manzanillo before sailing for 
ew Orleans. 

The Gaceta Oficial, of Cuba, dated January 8, 1907, published a 
decree providing for inspection of vessels between sunset and sunrise 
as follows: 

Resolved that paragraph 2, article 1, of the quarantine regulations to be observed 
in the ports of Cuba shall hereafter read as follows: 

“The inspection of vessels required by these regulations shall be made during 
the day, except in case of arrival by stress of weather or when authorization has 
been granted by the Treasury Department on request of the consignees, and always 
providing the vessels come from ports against which there is no quarantine restric- 
tion, and also providing they do not carry a great number of immigrants.’”? * * *

The Condor was fumigated on arrival by the Peruvian quarantine 
oflicers. She lay in open bay and took only ore here, and was Sesatehed 
after inspection of her personnel without further fumigation. The 
ULS.S. Arwer‘a had not been to awharf since leaving Porto Rico, 
and carried no cargo. She was dispatched without fumigation after 
inspection of personnel. The Jer was fumigated, her personnel in- 
spected, steerage passengers for Panama vaccinated when necessary, 
and steerage baggage inspected and passed or disinfected. 

Plague continues in the Chicama Valley, but no official statistics have 
been received.

A peculiarity of the few seattering cases of cholera that have 
occurred in Manila during the past few weeks is the fact that they 
were found only among Japanese fishermen. There has also been a 
decided improvement in the cholera situation in the province of 
Iloilo, only a few cases having been reported during the past week. 
The rumor of the presence of the disease in Catubig, Samar, was con- 
firmed. In all, about 20 cases have occurred. In the past seven days. 
however, there have been no new cases. A number of additional 
cases have also occurred in the province of Negros Occidental. 

In none of the provinces, however, does the disease seem to show 
any particular tendency to spread. 

During the week the following vessels cleared for United States 
ports: 

On November 26 the British steamship Zevcee, with 86 crew, en 
route from Glasgow to Seattle, was granted a supplemental bill of 
health after the usual inspection of personnel and cargo. 

On November 27 the American schooner Lrskine M. Phelps cleared 
for Honolulu. Crew were inspected on board prior to the vessel's 
departure. 

On November 27 the British steamship Seneca, with 48 crew and 
2 passengers, was granted a consular bill of health to Boston and New 
York. Personnel inspected at hour of sailing. Miscellaneous cargo 
certified, 23,426 packages,

In the ‘* outer 
ring” the deaths included 1 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping cough, 
and 3 from scarlet fever. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 29, 1906, in the 21 princi- 
pal town districts of Ireland was 19.8 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,101,499. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Sligo, viz, 4.8, and the highest in Portadown, viz, 41.3 per 1,000. In 
Dublin and suburbs 170 deaths were registered, including diphtheria 1, 
measles 2, enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 3, and 32 
from tuberculosis.
